HE year closes on a brighter 

note than it began. It was 

ushered in with rigorous 
financial restrictions and a decline 
in trade, and road _ transport 
operators and commercial-vehicle manufacturers rightly 
regarded it with foreboding. li ends in a buoyant spirit 
with credit free and trade prospects encouraging. 

Hauliers will be among the first to benefit by a return 
to vigorous industrial conditions. They have suffered 
a year of fierce competition for diminishing traffic, with

Fishing Expeditions 

The tempo of objections by the British Transport 
Commission to licence applications by hauliers has 
quickened, although frequently the opposition of the 
railways has been no more than a token and virtually 
unavailing in the absence of supporting evidence. The 
railways’ aim has clearly been to fish for information 
and to harry applicants. 

Strangely enough, however, hauliers themselves, and 
not the railways, have forced the issue of normal user 
to their own discomforture. In February the Transport 
Tribunal gave their decision in the Knight case, which is 
the standard judgment on the subject. The 
fribunal held that a deliberate departure from the 
declared statement of intention when a was 
granted was a good reason for refusing to renew a 
haulier’s licence on the ground of his previous conduct 
is a carrier of goods.

should refuse to renew a licence 
unless the applicant adduces affirmative evidence of the 
need for the services which he proposes to provide. A 
material change is defined as a substantial departure 
from the normal-user declaration which is not beyond 
the operator’s control. Licensing Authorities still have 
discretion to consider each case on its merits, but the 
limits within which they can move are circumscribed 

Serious penalties face the haulier who abandons a 
large volume of the work which he originally declared 
his intention of doing, unless he regularizes his position 
by applying for a new licence with an amended normal 
user. If he fails to do so he may either be refused the 
renewal of his licence or, if the Licensing Authority 
becomes aware of his defection, the licence may be 
suspended or revoked before it expires.

Revocation Inquiries Increase 

A strong feature of the licensing scene during the past 
year has been the large increase in the number of 
inquiries held to determine whether hauliers’ licences 
should be suspended or revoked for frequent or wilful 
breaches of the law. These penalties have been exacted 
for flagrant departures from normal user, as well as for 
In some cases the hauliers had already 
been severely punished by the courts for the same 
offences, notably, for irregularities with regard to 
drivers’ hours and records. 

A miserable summer brought still greater disappoint- 
ments and difficulties to many _passenger-vehicle 
operators. It aggravated the natural trend for traffic to 
drop as the result of growing competition from private 
transport, which, in turn, has been encouraged by rising 
fares. 

The main cause of higher fares has been frequent 
increases in wages, and the recent award has erected new 
barriers to the recovery of lost traffic. Much of the time 
of the Traffic Commissioners in the New Year is likely 
to be occupied in hearing further applications for revised 
fare scales. London Transport’s position as a result of 
the disastrous bus strike is particularly serious. 

On the credit side of 1958 stands the finest 
Commercial Motor Show ever held. It sparkled with

other reasons 
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technical novelty and gave the industry a much-needed 
tonic, to which operators responded by placing large 
orders. 

It heralded a new appreciation of comfort and con- 
venience for the driver in both driving and delivering 
goods. This trend is a natural corollary of the tendency 
towards higher maximum speeds on the road, and is 
backed by easier gear-changing and more powerful 
braking. The tentative introduction of disc brakes is a 
development of capital importance. Air suspension is 
another significant advance in design which, although at

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present limited mainly to trailers and semi-trailers, is 
likely to become popular on prime movers. 

Manufacturers deserve to reap in the New Year the 
rewards for their enterprise. The new healthy economic 
climate suggests that they may well begin to do. so. 
Much may, however, depend on politics. If the Socialists 
are returned at the next General Election, hauliers will 
be in the first line of attack, but manufacturers will soon 
feel the effects of casualties among their customers. It 
is up to them to back hauliers to the hilt in the fight for 
freedom in road transport

Large concerns can buy 
materials at a more favourable rate than their smaller 
competitors, whereas they suffer the disadvantage of 
greater overheads. Although discounts on large orders 
are general in most branches of industry, a contributor 
to the Association’s journal delivers a lively attack on 
the makers of light-alloy body sections who follow this 
* nernicious ” practice 


case, 


A small concern constructing a 16-ft. platform body 
of light alloy would, he said, have to pay Ss. 4d. a Ib 
for two 16-ft. side raves weighing together about 24 Ib 
a total of £6 8s. A large competitor buying in tons 
would pay only 3s. 4d. a Ib. and could obtain the raves 
for £4. With a corresponding difference in the prices 
of all the sections required, the large bodybuilder could 
produce the body at a material cost of £87 10s.. as 
against £140 for the smaller concern 

The difference of £52 10s. enables the mass-producet 
to deliver the body to the customer at about the same 
price as the small manufacturer pays for only the light 
alloy sections. In building a large tipping body with 
hollow-plank sides, the advantage to the big manu- 
facturer in the price of supplies may be more than £100 

Possibly the scale of discounts is excessive, but the 
principle is inviolable. Any buyer in bulk may reason- 
ably expect more favourable terms than a small 
purchaser. The small haulier has to pay more for his 
supplies than British Road Services, but he still makes 
a living by exploiting his natural advantages. Small

So far as the front-axle loading is 
concerned, even with an evenly distri- 
buted load the standard 9.00—20 in.

I collected the vehicle in the centre 
of London and drove it northwards to 
Luton. I had expected it to feel under- 
powered, but this illusion was 
immediately dispelled and | was 
pleasantly surprised at its liveliness 
when negotiating thick traffic on the 
way out of London. 


Because of the high front-axle 
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loading, the steering on tight corners 
was inclined to be heavy, but this was 
of little account at normal speeds and 
on normal bends 

Rarely was it possible to get into 
top gear in London traffic, but the 
vehicle speed in fourth is just over 25 
m.p.h. and this proved to be a suitable 
ratio for town working. Once on the 
open road heading towards Hatfield, 
top gear was used almost continuously 
and in this ratio the maximum speed, 
allowing for governor run-up, is in

Braking on Grease 

Braking tests were conducted on a 
level stretch of the North Orbital! 
Road, and previous rain and mud 
deposited from lorries working in the 
nearby sand tip had made the surface 
greasy. When making tests from 20 
m.p.h. and 30 m.p.h. all the bogie 
wheels locked, and when braking from 
the higher speed the rear slewed 
sharply to the left, although correc- 
tion at the steering wheel resulted in 
the vehicle coming to rest safely 

In view of the adverse road condi- 
tions, the figures obtained are highly 
satisfactory, and it assume 
that on a completely dry surface the 
stopping distances would have been 
reduced by some 25 per cent. As it

Alarming Fade Test 

To the horror of Mr. Snell, I then 
coasted the vehicle down the gradient 
in neutral, using the foot brake to 
keep the speed down to 20 m.p.h. 
This lasted 2 minutes 43 seconds and 
on the lower slopes I engaged top 
gear for about 30 seconds and applied 
full throttle, driving the vehicle 
against the brakes to compensate for 
the reduced gradient at this point. 

Mr. Snell’s fears were completely 
unfounded, because when a_ full- 
pressure stop was made from 20 m.p.h. 
at the bottom of the hill, the Tapley 
meter recorded a slightly higher figure 
than had been obtained earlier in the 
day on a wet road. If there was any 
brake fade it was negligible, and the 
brakes did not even smoke.

Bus Loadings Measured Electrically

HE development of devices. perhaps 
electronic, to provide continuous 
accurate information of loadings ot 
receipts on individual bus routes was fore- 
cast by Mr. H. N. Tuff, general manage 
of the West Yorkshire Road Car Co., 
Ltd.. in an address to the Yorkshire sec- 
tion of the Institute of Transport 
For this purpose, the West Yorkshire 
Loadmeter (briefly described and _ illus- 
trated in The Commercial Motor on 
March 28) was developed.

Manchester to Cut Bus Services 


NSTEAD of increasing fares to meet 
an extra £183,000 a year in running 
costs, Manchester Transport Committee 
have decided to reduce the frequency of 
services by about three per cent. 

Most of the cuts will be made after the 
evening rush hour and at week-ends, but 
there will also be some streamlining of 
peak period services to make sure that 
buses are being used fully. 

Last year the city’s buses were used by 
450m. passengers. 7m. fewer than the 
previous year. But from March to 
October this year there has already been 


a reduction of 6m. passengers compared 
with the same period last year 

One economy measure will be a slight 
change in the colour scheme of the buses. 
Less white paint will be used, and mud- 
guards will be painted red instead of 
black. This will save more than £3.000 a 
year. 

The committee are to approach the 
Minister of Transport again for permis- 
sion to go ahead with a scheme to build 
new headquarters costing £100,000. Per- 
mission was refused a year ago because 
of the economic conditions.

In the year 58,042 vehicles 
were shipped to the U.S.A. and Canada, 
and brought back $75,000,000. 

In order to convey to you some idea of 
the present-day values of fixed assets we 
have prepared some estimates based on 
their depreciated fire insurance values, and 
up-to-date land values. The results show 
that if Land, Buildings, Plant and Equip 
ment appeared in the balance sheet at this
